Farmers Declare Before Pork Com- 
mission at Red Deet—Favor 


Co-Operative Plant.

Red Deer, Auy. 1—R. A. Wallace, of 
High River, chairman; A. G. Harrison, 
of Edmonton ; Jas, Bower, of Red Deer 
and Mr, E. Trowbridge, of Edmonton, 
éecrctary, the commission appointed 
by the Alberta government to investi- 
gate the hog industry in the provinee 
and the ieasibility of the government 
establishing a pork packing plant,held 
two sessions in Red Deer on Thursday 
and Friday afternoons, 

The questions of the commissioners 
were directed chiefly towards ascer- 
taining the price at which hogs could 
be profitably raised, and on what basis 
of government co-operation pork pack- 
ing plants could be run. A number of 
farmers were present and there were 
difterences’ ot cpinion regarding the 
price at which hogs could be euccesa- 
fully raised owing to a lack of reli- 
able data. Some thought 6 1-2 cents 
for live hogs a reasonable price, while 
Others held out for 6 and 8 cents, All 
were agreed that it would be a great 
vain if hogs could be marketed more 
regularly during the year instead of in 

e spring and fall and the farmer 
would do his share in this matter it 
other trade conditions helped them. 

Need is a More Stable Market. 

The general testimony was that even 
a3 tieie Gaad nut veen a tailing off in 
the number of hogs raised because of 
the untavorable price conditions there 
had been no adequate increase with 
the growth of the district. With bet- 
ter prices and a more stable market 
for hogs there would be a larger in- 
crease in the production, as,the coun- 
try was well adapted for hog raising. 
For a remedy for ‘these conditions it 
Was the opin! -n that the government 
could afferd seme actiel by establish- 
ing one or more pork packing plants, 
these plants to be operated on a basis 
eimilar to that of the government 
creameries, the government to build 
and operate the plants ahd market the 
product, the farmers to supply the hoge 
at a fair market rate and to guarantee 
to pay back to the government by a 
deduction on the price of the hogs, the 
coat of the concern and run it with 
government assistance on-a £0-opera- 
tive basis. Commissioner Bower rath- 
er objected to this basis and favored 
having the government own and éper- 
ate the plant outright, He wiehed to 
know where the farmers would get 
their money to take stoek in the fac- 
tory. The only answer to hia question 
was by a deduction on the value of 
hogs seld to the faetory, 

Weuld Farmers Stay With Qwn. Plant? 

A point came up aa to whether it 
the: igrmers were offered. more for their 
hogs by a private concern than the 
government plant management thought 
it could afford to pay, would the \pa- 
trons of the government plant ewiteh 
over nnd patronige the private concern 
because of the higher price. The farm- 
ers present stated they would be wil- 
ling to give all their hogs to a govern- 
ment packing plant no matter what 


could not vouch for their brother 
farmers, One farmer present was of 
the opinion that a government that 
could tind money for a telephone plant, 
could tind money for a pork packing 
plant. Mr,.Carswell believed the farm- 
ers could take hold of a government 
pork packing system and make it a 
sucecas like the creamerics system, He 
advised going slow at first until it was 
past the experimental stage. 

AU the Goitisiosivaces iovk an active 
interest in the discussions which cov- 
ered nearly ‘every phase of hog pro- 
duction and sale. 

Commissioner Harrison suggested 
that as the price of butter had risen 
creameries were established «eo that 
the price of cured meats might rise if 
government pork packing plants were 
established. / 

Moré Than in Didsbury. 

R. W. Bleay, Geo, T. White, Alex. 
MecBlain, Daniel McKinnon and Henry 
Jamieson, farmers, gave evidence this 
atternvon, The first four gentlemen 
stated they should receive six cents 
to make anything out of the hogs, Evi- 
dently it costs the farmer more here 
to raise hogs than in Didsbury and In 
nisfail as farmers stated there that at 
five cents they would be satisfied, 

Equalizing Freight Rates. 

Henry Jamieson, president of the 
Red Deer Agricultural society, and » 
well-to-do iarmer here, stated he would 
like to see the government and farmers 
co-operate on lines similar to the 
ereamery business and that the treight 
rates to wherever a central packing 
plant might be located should be equal- 
jged, say if a plant were located at 
Red Deer, the Innistail farmer ehould 

y as much jor freight as a farmer 
ocated on the line of the Caijadian 
Northern railway, 

Commissioner Bower endeavored to 
pin the witness to the entire plan of 
government ownership and control of 
a pork packing plant, but Mr. Jamie- 
son strongly maintained that unless 
the iarmers had some self interest in 
the plant why then there would be no 
use of going on with it hecause the 
whole thing would fall down. Witness 
further considered that it locked too 
much like class legislation to him; 
and that the farmer should not re- 
ceive any more legislation than anoth- 
er and should not receive anything he 
did not pay for. 

Geo, W. Smith, a prominent buai- 
ness man of Red Deer,thought it would 
be fatal to the government operation 
if the plant was not run steadily 40 a6 
to hold its skilled labor and also jts 


markets. This was also the opinion 
of William’ H. Davies, a prominent 
rancher at Carbon, who appeared be- 
fore the commission at Didsbury. He 
stated in reply to a question from 
Chairman Wallace that if opposition 
concerns agreed to raise the price and 
endeavored to crowd out the govern- 
ment plant in this way what would be 
the effect. Mr. Davies said: “In the 
first place, a large capital investment 
is involyed, high salaries for the man- 
agement have got to be paid and cer- 
tain fixed charges have to be met, and 
if you are to retain your markets, your 
connections and labor, the plant must 
run steadily. 
Are Chances too Big. 

-Commissioner Bower asked witness 
if he did not think there was a big 
difference in the price paid for raw 
product and finished article. Mr. Da- 
vies thought it, perhaps, a little exces. 
sive, but on the other hand he asked: 
“Does that excess warrant the large 
investment of the government to go 
into this project and taking the chanc- 
es of going down and out?”

ACCEPT AWARD 


Of Conciliation Board. in C. P. R. 
Dispute---A Strike May 
Result

Ottawa, Aug. 1—-The labor depart- 
ment received a letter this morning 
ivom J. T. Murray, counsel for the 
union of C. P. R. machinists, announe- 
ing that the men aff not prepared to 
accept the award of the board oj con- 
ciliation and investigation in conneec- 
tion with matters in dispute between 
the men and the company affecting 
both eastern and western divisions. 
The company has agreed under protest 
to nccept the conditions of the award 
for both divisions. 

Further efforts will be made to bring 
about an agreement on the points still 
in dispute in the hope of averting a 
strike, which, at the present time, 
would very sgriously interfere with the 
erop movement in the west and in- 
volve heavy; loss on thousands of farm- 
ers and others, 

The Men Will Holiday. 

Jinnipeg, August 1.—-Employees in 
the C.P.R. in all departments of both 
eastern and western lines have, by a 
vote of 97.3 per cent., decided to re- 
ject the majority report of the Con- 
ciliation Board, W. MeVety, re- 
presentative of the men, when ask- 
ed tihs morning what would be the 
result if an ultimatum incorporating 
the views of the men was presented 
tot the head officinale of the eampany 
and failed to receive a favorable re- 
ply within @ reasonable time, said: 
“Well, the men will take a holiday. * 

‘When will the holiday take place?’ 

“T can't say.” 

That was his reply and he refused 
to commit himself further. 

Rumor, however, is busy and has it 
that a general strike will follow the 
refusal of the company to accept the 
demands of the men and a decision 
one way or the other will likely be 
reached within a week.

Winnipeg, July 31—An extraordinary 
case of mistaken identity on the part of 
the city police was exposed thie morn- 
ing when the crown withdrew the 
charges against and made a public apol- 
ogy to a man named Tolman, who has 
heen held in jail for several weeks an- 
der the serious charge of seduction with 
aesault in a fashionable suburb. The 
first of this week Alf. Wood, the real 
eriminal, who bears a.striking resem- 
hblance to Tolman and wear similar 
clothes, was arrested, followed today by 
his pleading guilty in the police court. 
He was sentenced to two yeara and 
thirty lashes while Tolman was the re- 
cipient of a public apology on the part 
of the Crown.

The Agreement Made. 

The agreement between Edmonton 
and the Strathcona Radial Tramway 
Company, after reciting the various 
acts conferring powers on the contract. 
ing parties to construct street rail- 
Ways, proceeds ; 

Now therefore it is agreed and de- 
clared between the parties hereto as 
follows : 

1, Subject. to the consent of the 
satepayers of the City of Edmontoa 
and @ two-third vote of the Strathcona 
Radial Tramway Company being duly 
obtained to the transfer, the company 
shall sell and the Corporation shail 
purchase the undertaking of the eom- 
pany under its provincial franchise 
and amendments and the whole of the 
tramway of the Company and _ all 
rights and powers acquired under said 
franchise and amendments — thereto, 
as also surveys, plans, works, plants 
material, machinery and other pro- 
perty to it belonging. 

2. The Corporation shall pay to the 
Company therefor and so much of 
construction work as shall be done 
on the 3lst day of July, 1908, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), the 
Corporation paying for all construc:

Although the details of the arrange- 
nient arrived at have not yet been 
raade publie it is felt that Strathcona 
will be well safeguarded, not alone by 
the terms of the franchise granted last 
year by the city, but by the new obli- 
gations imposed upon the capital city. 

By the contract arrived at Strath- 
cona will have a street car line in oper- 
ation ten months sooner than at first 
expected under the franchise agree- 
mont with the company, The Strath- 
cona Plaindealer in\iscuesing the new 
arrangements in part says as follows: 

“There can be no doubt but that the 
anxiety of the city of Edmonton to ac- 
quire the Strathcona street railway 
franchise was to make their own city 
aystem profitable from the start and 
also to get in close touch with the 
university and the U. P. R, depot in 
Stratheona. Edmonton is welcome to 
those advantages in their favor in re- 
turn for other advantages in Strath- 
eona’s favor which come at the same 
time. The route of vhe interurban line 
in Edmonton is directly by the parlia- 
ment buildings, where an ever increas- 
ing Staff of officials and clerke are en- 
gaged, Already many of these reside 
in Stratheona and with easy aceess by 
electric car undoubtedly many more 
will make their home here.

Before the 
adoption of such a policy is practicable 
the ‘heme producer must be protected 
against untair competition,” and it 
may be necessary to include colonial 
produce in the protected category, 
‘theugh of course a suitable prefer- 
enee would be extended.” Not a word 
bere about the profibition of — live 
cattle for fecding purposes as a means 
of protecting Britieh herds against 
pleuro-pneumonia or foot and mouth 
disease, 

So stalwart and able a free trade 
propagandist as The Keconomist hae, 
ot course, no difficulty in disposing o: 
the purely protectionist argument. 
From the Canadian point of view such 
a protective duty as Mr, Reynolds eug- 
gests would be immeasvrably prefer- 
able to the present emoargo, for it 
would be a straightforward protective 
device, not a pretence maintained ta 
the tace of undisputed facts regarding 
‘he sanitary condition of Canadian 
herds. The EKeonomist points out that 
il, under a protective system, the tax 
were taken off Australian mutton and 
Canadian beet the competition would 
be just as untair to British producers 
as would be that of the mutton and 
beef producers of Argentina and the 
United States. The significance of this 
remark, so tar as North America is 
concerned, is that the United States 
is approaching the economic condition 
in which that country will consume aii 
its own mutton and beet, while Can- 
ada will tor many years to come ex- 
port animale aud their products in 
ever-increasing quantities. ‘The Kcou- 
omist fallacy is a perfect reductio ad 
absurdum :— 

“The object of taxing foreign meat 
supplies is to raise the price in order 
to inerease the profit of cattle raising 
in England, Scolland and = Ireiand. 
ihis would mean that more arable 
iand would be turned into pasture, so 
that the amount of corn grown in the 
country would necessarily be reduced 
and the number of agricultural labor- 


ers diminished, But it corn growers 
were as successful as cattle raisers 
in obtaining protection, the raising 


o corn would oe as much stimulate 
as the raising of cattle, so that the pro- 
poruon of arable to pasture would re- 
sain the same, and there would be no 
obvious advagtage from the point of 


view of those who think tngiand 
should raise all the meat that it re 
quires. Moreover, our manufacturers 


in Lancashire and Yorkshire, who ex- 
change cotton and woollen goods io:

Nevertheless it is also true that these 
ean be produced in New York or Bos- 
ton more economically and more quick- 
ly than in Canada. There are firms 
there with special equipment and bet- 
ter machinery who can produce the 
books at a speed utterly impossible 
here. They have case-making ma- 
chines, for example, which make cases 
faster than twenty-five case makers 
can preduce them by hand. The same 
is true of other details of manufacture. 
Canadian book binderies are poorly 
equipped and their work does not com- 
pare with those of the United States or 
Great Britain. Our school books are, 
generally speaking, vastly inferior to 
those made in the other two countries

In passing it may be mentioned that 
the estimated annual cost of readers 
for the province of Saskatchewan 18

annial cost of free school books to all 
city, town and rural schools in Ontario 
would not be more than $30,000 a year, 
If the government paid for the pre- 
paration of the readers and the mak- 
ing of the first set of plates, this cost 
should be reduded to $25,000 a year. 
Toronto has long been supplying these 
hooks free at a cost of about eleven 
cents per pupil, It, will thus be seen 
that irec readers in all public schoole 
is not such a terrible item as some 
conservative and time-worn education- 
ists would have the public believe.

and nothing will occur which will real- 
ly alarm the financial world in regard 
to the affairs of Canada so long as my 
von, iriend stays where he is, and we 
on this side, stay where we are.

For 
some time owing to the limited sup- 
plies of live stock which will be avail- 
able it may not be deemed advisable 
to work up all the by-products that 
are coneequent to such an establish- 
ment when it is working at its height 
For instance, the manufacture of soap 
and glue may not be proceeded witl 
at first, but so complete is the plant 
that every provision is made for any 
conceivable contingency that may aris: 
in years'to come. In short, right here 
in Edmonton is being completed 
plant which when the conditions de 
mand it. can account ‘for every frac- 
tion of an animal’s anatomy a8 min- 
utely as it is done in the famous pack.

POULTRY BREEDING PLANT. 

In order to encourage the more ex- 
tensive raising of poultry and to 
make it more profitable than it has 
been, the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture has for some time been 
Negotiating for a suitable location for 
the establishment of a government 
pouliry piant, where pure bred birds 
and eggs of the leading varieties may 
be priced Tor breeding purposes 

Phe Hon. WT Finlay, minister of 
Apricwiture, when seen by a Bulletin 
representative this morning, stated 
that arrangements had been made 
with the Hudson's Bay Company for 
a lease of eight or ten acres of land 
as a site for the plant. 

The location is north of Rat Creek, 
afd opposite block 3 of the Norwood 
gurvey on First street. It is the in 
tention of the department to erect a 
poultry breeding plant with a capa- 
city of from 300 to 500 birds, and 
built to enlarge as conditions require. 
The birds and poultry appliances at 
present on the grounds of the Hud- 
son's Bay Fort will be transferred as 
soon as possible. 

Tt is the intention to trap nest all 
the breeding stock with the object of 
selecting the best layers to build up 
a laying strain of the various varie- 
ties. Sitting eggs from the best lay- 
ing birds will be sold to farmers at 1 
low rate in order to build up the lay 
ing qualities of their flocks. Atten- 
tion will also be given to fleshing 
ability, the idea being to develop fowl 
that will be profitable for table use 
as well as capable of laying a large 
humber of egg7.. The pullets raised 
will likely all be retained unless ther 
is a surplus, when they will be offer- 
ed for sale. The cockerels will be 
for sale and should offer a good op 
portanity for any farmer to obtain a 
male bird for the head of his flock, 
possessing desirable qualities. The 
department will thus present tw» 
methods to breeders of poultry for 
the improvement of their flocks. First 
through purchasing a sitting of eggs 
and second by purchasing a male to 
place at the head of the flock

Farmers Forced to Come North. 
The conversation then turned to the 
general condition of the Mid-West 
States, when Mr. Murphy assured the 
Bulletin man that land was increas- 
ing so much in value around Omaha 
that pressure of agricultural set’ ement 
was bound to force many successful 
farmers to move north where the land 
was cheaper. Land around South 
Omaha, which, previous to the build- 
ing of the packing houses there, had 
sold for as low as $6 per acre, had 
now gone up to as high figure as $100, 
and even in some instances to. $200. 
Even on land as valuable as that, and 
feeding corn to hogs at an average 
price of 30c per bushel, which yields 
about 40 bushels to the acre, the 
farmers there find the hog business 

the backbone of their prosperity. 
Mr. Murphy's Opinion of Edmonton. 
Mr, Murphy came north from Ne- 
braska in the epring, and has been 
resident in the city singe that time. 
He has seen most of the ‘mmediately 
surrounding country, and deems that 
the position of Edmonton from any 
point of view is of the most favorable 
kind. The cheap fuel he believes to 
be one of the greatest boons to the 
district, coming as he does from a 
state that has practically no fuel of 
any kind of its own within its boun- 
daries. He is identified with Mr. 
Dwyer in the development of the dis- 
triet surrounding the packing plant, 
but humorously protests that his in- 
terests there are not the Cause of his 
optimism regarding the future of the 
industry and the district, but rather 
ihat the optimiem is the cause of his 
interests,

tion was tried at the let seseion of 
the Supreme court in’ Edmonton and 
judgment reserved 

On April 27th, 1907, the plaintiff 


ngreed to sell to the defendant certain 
lands in Edmonton for the sum of $10,- 
000, of which $2,000 was to be paid in 
cath, $2,250 on July 27th, 1907; $2,250 
on October 27th, 1907; $1,750 on Janu- 
ary 27th,1904; and $1,750 on April 27th, 
1908, bearing interest at 7 per cent 
The instalment due on July 27th, 1907 
Was not paid, and on October Srd, 1907, 
the plaintiffs began the action. 

The eatatement of claim alleges that 
on August 29th, 1907, the deiendant 
yave the plaintiff a note for $2,250, dur 
in one month at & per cent.
